All 
who know him know that he would tell the Ro- 
tarians nothing but the truth, but it can be said 
that the vast majority of Belleville citizens do 
not dignify with the name of “new. industry” 
every little expansion in industrial or commer- 
cial activity, every little new plant which may be 
established by the admirable, but natural, enter- 
prise of some local citizen or some citizen of an- 
other unity looking for a more favorable 
‘Site his own home town for a new venture.- 

Most Belleville citizens regard this type of 
“new industry” as a natural development in days 
of national prosperity and expansion, a develop- 
ment which would occur if there were no such 
organization as the Lake Ontario Development 
Association and no industrial commission in the 
city, itself. 

When Belleville citizens talk about “new in- 
dustries” they envision the establishment here of 
some plant like Northern Electric, or Bakelite, or 
Deloro Stellite, a major addition to. the city’s 
manufaéturing complex. They are aware that 
small industries frequently grow into big ones, 
but they are. also aware that the major plant ex- 
, pansion here since the founding of the LODA 

has been in additions to existing plants, to 
Northern Electric, Stephens-Adamson, Mead 
and Stewart Warner, to mention a few 

come to mind immediately. 

The most frequently heard comment, when 
Belleville citizens talk about expansion, is gen- 
eral surprise that so many new homes, and to a 
lesser degree so many new retail and service 
establishments, should be opening here when 
there has been no major new industry establish- 
ed in the city for years. \ 

If the LODA wants to count the new indus- 
tries we have obtained, let it do so.

Al- 
‘though such technical school graduates would 
be expected to be interested In applied science, 
in one of ‘the engineering courses, they could 
enter an arts,course if they desired. This option 
in the technical course was later dropped. It now 
appears af {f it, or something closely approach- 
‘ing {t, is to be restored, since each of the three 
‘ proposed divisions will offer.a five-year course 
leading to higher education and training. 
There may be some surprise in the grouping 
of sclences with the arts in one. course, and en- 
with technology in another, under the 
roposed program. This is the result of the cus- 
tom of regarding engineering as a science, pay-

They are required to act, and talk, like the 
leaders of a powerful nation, sharing responsi- 
bility with the U.S. for decisions on which will 
depend the {até of the non-Communist world. 

Yet, in ‘the final analysis, British leaders 
must depend solelf on their persuasive powers 

and, if these do not carry the day, must bow to 
events and act as if they approve of U.S. ‘deci- 
sions. with the only alternative being a . frank 
admission that there are in the world today only 
two first-class powers and a second-class power, 
no matter how close it may come to rivalling the 
giants, can play no decisive role. 

There will be many who will-dispute th¢ ac- 
curacy of this analysis, and.among these may 
be numbered YS. statesmen. The British lead- 
ers, though, are too hard-headed, too realistic, 
with too long a history of wielding effective pow- 
er, not.to recognize the vast difference between 
actual power and mere influence. 

Look at the situation cold-bloodedly: Britain 
possesses nuclear weapons. Thus she. is far more 
powert than any non-nuclear power. But these 

are situated on a small island. Either 
Russia, with ballistic missiles, or the U.S., by the 
use of SAC and the Polaris submarines, could 
speedily make this island a wasteland, where any 
who escaped blast and fire were doomed to a 
_ slow death from the effects of radiation. But the 
vast spaces of Russia and the U.S. mean.that any 
British efforts at retaliation would fall short of 
- total destruction. ; 

The H-bomb has succeeded where the Span- 
ish Armada and the Luftwaffe failed; it has, in 
effect, dried up the English Channel, rendered 
the Royal Navy and the Royal Air Force obsolete. 

Britain thus fétains merely the semblance 
of power and this solely by astute diplomacy. 

If a nuclear war starts, she is doomed. 

But thgt is not her only danger. ‘if she 
misses one trick in the diplomatic game. she will 
be stripped of the now meaningless trappings of 
power and revealed to thé whole world as naked 
as the emperor of the fairy tale. whose invisible 
clothes were as imaginary as Britain’s present 
appearance of a first-class power. > 

France, faced with the same dilemma, is;try- 
ing to act like a first-class power, thanks to Gen. 
de Gaulle’s delusions of grandeur, but no sane 
man ¢onsiders his claims to equal voice with the 
U.S. as anything more than presumptuous.

More important, the 
party, through a cumulative 
count made by the machine, 
learns how many people agree 
or disagree with the Liberal 
platform — and where. 

Well and good. The Liberals 
should get a pat on the back 
for their enterprise in jazzing 
up a political booth. At exhib- 
itions most political booths are 

about as interesting and eye- 
catching as week-old porridge.

An Associated Press despatch refers to “‘the

The recipe for empire is simple. - Ideally, 


its ties are three-fold, a common ‘allegiance to~ 


one monarch, trade and a common religion. 


“The ideal, however, is seldom achieved in 


this world. Even in ancient times, imperial 


ties often fell short of this ideal. Generally the - 
shortcoming was in the realm of religion—con- | 


quered people clung to their own gods. Some- 
times 

ing large measures of autonomy. Almost without 
exception, however, trade linked the outposts of 
empire to the heart. ) 

Though missionaries often preceded the flag, 
the British Empire never came close to achieving 
any solidarity in religion or culture. 

_ In the British Commonwealth today 

allegiance to one monarch is either alt ae 
. inal, based on, nothing more than sentiment 
though this may be strong, or officially non-ex- 
istent, some of the member nations being re- 
publics. From the earliest days, the foreign 
policy of the Empire and iater of the Common- 
wealth has been determined in London. Insofar 
as the Commonwealth can be said to have a 
. eommon foreign policy, it is still drafted in 
Whitehall. But the growth of the independent 
Commonwealth countries, and particularly their 
individual participation in. such internatotal 
bodies as the United Nations, has greatly weak- 
‘ened this tie of “the flag” and must inevitably 
in the coming years, weaken it further. 

Of the ancient three-fold ties of empire, 
there remains but:one, trade. This/ too, has 
been weakened by economic growth. The day 
when the extremities of the imperial body de-’ 
pended solely on the imperial heart for their 
supply of life-preserving economic blood has long 
since Trade remains a tie, but it ‘has 
Joosened. The heart has suffered more than 
the limbs from this reduction of circulation. 

Britain is now seeking a- new source of 
“blood.” ‘The Commonwealth countries, which 
have failed to provide the demands necessary to 
keep the heart pumping at a healthy rate, never- 
theless are alarmed at ttie prospect of being 
@eprived of the right of receiving priority when 
the heart needs a supply of the blood of trade. 

. Some compromise, acceptable to all, may 

be reached in the current controversy regarding 

Britain’s proposed entry into the European 
Common Market.

In the natural course of events, the advanced 
countries of the Commonwealth will gradually 
come to depend less and less on the products of 
Britain's factories and mills, as they themselves 
acquire modern industrial facilities.
